Being Indian commissioner he had 
knowledye of the Indian and half-breed ris- 
ing and did not place the matter prominently 
before the federal government. If he did so 
and his representations were not attended to 
he should have resigned like Mr. Laird. Five 
Indians of the Indian Head reserve had died 
of starvation. He referred to the attempt of 
Dewdney to whitewash the federal yovern- 
ment in his speech. ‘Few would regret His 
Honor's aapaamare from the territories, and if 
he were driven out he doubted not that 
North-West grievances would disappear.” 
His Honor replied daring Jackson to bring 
his charges betorve a commission and courted 
the fullestenquiry. Reed replied to Jackson 
stating that his accusations were based on 
rumors, The address was adopted on a di- 
vision, 10 to 7. Night sessions conmmenced on 
the 7th and will probably last through the 
council, The medical professions bill and 
school matters are being discussed.

\Ww" EREAS it is in and by the act of the 
/ Parliament of Canada, passed in the 
forty-seventh year of Her Majesty's Reign, 
chaptered twenty-seven and intituled “ An 
Act further to amend the Indian Act, 1880,” 
amongst other things in effect enacted, that 
the Superintendent-Geieral of Indian Affairs 
may, when he considers it in the public in- 
terest to do so, prohibit by public notice to 
that effect, the sale, gift or disposal, to any 
Indian in the Province of Manitoba or in any 
part thereof, or in the North-West Territo- 
tories or in any part thereof, of any fixed 
ammunition or ball cartridge; and every 
person who after such notice, without the per- 
mission in writing of the Superintendent 
General, sells or gives, or, inany other man- 
ner conveys toany Indian in the section of 
country thus prohibited any fixed ammuni- 
tion or ball cartridge, shall incur a penalty 
of not more than two hundred dollars, or 
shall be liable to imprisonment for a term of 
not more than six months, or to both fine 
and imprisonment, within the limits afore- 
said, at the discretion of the Court before 
which the conviction is had : 

Now Know Ye that I, the said Right Hono- 
rable Sir John Alexander Macdonald, Super- 
intendent General of Indian Affairs, consid- 
ering it to be in the public interest so to do, 
do hereby give public notice that the sale, 
gift or other disposal to any Indian in the 
North-West Territories of Canada or in any 
part thereof of any fixed ammunition or ball 
cartridge is hereby prohibited. and that ey- 
ery person who, after this notice, without 
the permission in writing of the Superin- 
tendent-General of Indian Affairs for the 
time being, sells or gives away, or in any 
other manner conveys to any Indian in the 
North-West territories of Canada, or in any 
part thereof, any fixed ammunition or ball 
cartridge, willincur the penalties provided 
by the said act.
